URGES BOOST IN 
BUYING POWER 


W ashington, June 16 (APi--Ad* 
m inistration economists, spurred by 
President Roosevelt’s re-statem ent 
of economic policy, sought methods 
today for generating greater pur­ 
chasing power among low Income 
groups. 
Mr. Roosevelt told his press con­ 
ference last Tuesday th a t if the 
one-third of the population in the 
lowest income class could Increase 
its buying power, it would accelerate 
the business m achine generally. 
This, he said, would boost the n a­ 
tional income, speed the flow of tax 
revenue into the treasury, and bal­ 
ance the budget, 
* As an example, the President said 
that if taxpayers paid the govern­ 
m ent $6,000,000,000 when the n a t­ 
ional 
income 
was 
$60,000,000,000. 
revenue m ight be expected to total 
$9,000,000,000 if the national income 
reached $90,000,000,000. 
Besides meeting revenue needs, he 
said, 
such 
a 
development 
would 
whittle expenditures by reducing the 
relief load. 
I t then would be pos­ 
sible to pare the public debt, he 
added. 
Mr. Roosevelt advanced no spe­ 
cific proposals for increasing pur­ 
chasing power among low income 
groups, but said something might 
be accomplished by such steps as 
increasing the $10 m onthly allow­ 
ance for dependent children under 
the social security act and by fix­ 
ing wage and hour standards.
